The 
mine owners treated him with insulting defiance and he 
was subjected to the humiliating alternative of asking 
the miners to surrerder their rights under a promise that 
a Republican Congress, under his advice, would pass a 
Just arbitration law. This proposition was respectfully but 
firmly rejected by the toilers and so the matter ended so 
far as the President's unofficial efforts were concerned. 


Then William R. Hearst took the matter in hand, ap- 


pearing before the President with a mammoth petition 
praying him to enforce the law against the mine owners 
To use a slangular expression the President was between 
the devil and deep water.
